INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
SUNDAY MAY 30, 2004 — 0800 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 68 new fires reported. One large fire was contained in
the Southern Area. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in Arizona, Colorado, New
Mexico, Oklahoma and Texas.

SOUTHWEST AREA LARGE FIRES:

PEPPIN, Lincoln National Forest. A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Bateman) is assigned.
This fire is six miles north of Capitan, NM in timber. Hazardous terrain, poor accessibility, and
heavy dead fuel loading continue to be major concerns. Fire activity increased due to high winds
and low relative humidity. Crews initiated burn out operations. Structure protection is in place.

KP, Apache-Sitgreaves National Forest. A Type 2 Incident Management Team (Kvale) is
assigned. This fire is 20 miles south of Alpine, AZ in brush and mixed conifer. Poor access, heavy
fuel loading and steep, rugged terrain continue to hamper containment efforts. Unburned and
under burned fuels are major concerns due to their high reburn potential. Short, uphill crown runs
and small group torching were observed. US Highway 191 will remain closed to public access in
order to provide for firefighter and public safety.

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

ROAD 1 FIRE, Florida Division of Forestry. A Florida Division of Forestry Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Jones) is assigned. This fire is 17 miles northwest of Macclenny, FL in pine.
No new information was reported.

BOMBING RANGE 1, National Forests in Florida. This fire is 14 miles north-northwest of Umatilla,
FL in brush and Sand pine. This fire is within a Naval bombing range; no on the ground
suppression action is allowed. A confinement strategy is in place. Torching, crowning and running
were observed within the interior. Hot, dry weather continues to impede containment efforts.

CORAPEAKE ROAD, Great Dismal Swamp National Wildlife Refuge. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Hendricks) is assigned. This fire is 18 miles south-southwest of Chesapeake,
VA in brush. Firefighters continued to mop up along the perimeter.

OUTLOOK:

Weather Discussion: Weather conditions will be changing in several areas today as low pressure
moves its way out of the Rocky Mountain Area and into the central Plains. This will mean building
high pressure along the west coast and slightly diminished winds in the Southwest. However, wind
will remain higher in the plains of eastern New Mexico and west Texas. Across most of the west,
relative humidity will begin to lower as temperatures increase. In Florida, increasing moisture will
lead to a better chance of thunderstorms today along with a slight increase in surface humidity.
